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Section  18-801  of  The  Illinois  Motor  Carrier  of 
Property  Law  requires  all  motor  vehicles  which

are  pro-rate  plated  in  Illinois,  Illinois  base  plated 
(state  in  which  business  is  based),  Illinois  Appor¬ 
tionment  plated,  or  having  Interstate  authority  - 
COMMON  CERTIFICATE  or  CONTRACT

PERMIT  -  and  operating  within  the  boundaries 
of  Illinois,  to  display  a  franchise  decal. 

Your  annual  franchise  fee  application,  under 
which  your  decal  is  issued,  is  based  on  the  fol¬ 


lowing: 

Two- axle  power  unit . $  5.00 

Three  or  more  axle . $20.00 

Driveaway  and  towaway  used  in  de¬ 
livery  service . $10.00 


Truck-tractor  used  primarily  for 
drawing  other  vehicles  and  not  so 
constructed  as  to  carry  a  load  other 
than  a  part  of  the  weight  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle  being  pulled . $25.00 

Replacement  decals  are  available  at  a  cost  of 
$1.00  each  for  a  vehicle  which  has  been  re¬ 
placed,  repainted  or  wrecked. 

Franchise  decals  must  be  affixed  to  the  outside 
of  the  vehicle  on  the  left  door  directly  below  the 
glass.

The  annual  franchise  fee  is  due  and  payable  on 
or  before  December  31st  of  each  year.  The  fee 
for  any  motor  vehicle  acquired  after  August  1st 
of  any  year  shall  be  one  half  (1/2)  of  the  annual 
fee. 

Failure  to  pay  the  annual  franchise  fee  shall  re¬ 
sult,  without  hearing,  in  the  revocation  of  your 
authority.  However,  notice  of  15  days  is  pro¬ 
vided  before  such  action  is  taken.

“Information  for  Motor  Truck  Operators” 
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A  Form  B  with  the  franchise  fee  application  will 
be  mailed  annually  to  all  Motor  Carriers  operat¬ 
ing  with  INTERSTATE  REGISTRATIONS.  In¬ 
terstate  Carriers  are  required  to  have  an  Identifi¬ 
cation  stamp  in  the  cab  of  each  vehicle.  These 
stamps  must  be  affixed  to  a  “Uniform  Identifi¬ 
cation  Cab  Card”,  sometimes  referred  to  as  a 
“bingo  card”.  These  cards  are  available  from  the 
National  Association  of  Regulatory  Utility  Com¬ 
missioners,  P.  O.  Box  684,  Washington,  D.C. 
20044,  at  a  cost  of  30$  per  card. 

The  cost  of  the  Identification  stamp  is  $10.00, 
regardless  of  the  quantity  needed.  There  is  no 
additional  cost  for  the  supplemental  orders  of 
stamps. 

Any  carrier  whose  operating  authority  has  been 
revoked  due  to  non-compliance  with  fee  require¬ 
ments  may  file  a  ‘Petition  to  Vacate  and  Set 
Aside’  to  reopen  or  reconsider  any  revocation 
order  of  the  Commission.  Such  petition  must  be 
filed  within  30  days  of  the  revocation  and  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  filing  fee  of  $50.00  for  the 
first  revocation;  $100.00  for  the  second  revoca¬ 
tion  and  $150.00  for  the  third  or  subsequent 
revocations.
